History of St. Louis. 


MOST INTERESTING SERVICES HELD AT 
THE UNION CHURCH. 


Important Step in Cementing the Differ- 
ences Which Have Existed in the 
Church Since 1844—Rev. Cunningham, 
Who Claims to Bethe Oldest Minister 
in the Church South, Addressed the 
Gathering — Bishop Bowman’s Re- 
marks. 


The two great bodies of Methodisn met in a 
Joint love feast and communion service at 
Union M. E. Church, southwest corner of 
Garrison and Lucas avenues, at 10:30 o’ clock 
this morning. Fortyorfifty ministers were 
present, with their wives, and all united in 
attesting their joy at the burial of strife and 
dissention, symbolized by the service. The 
meeting is unique and heretofore unheard of 
in St. Louis, where feelings over the Civil War 
ran very high. For years the two divisions 
of Methodism stood apart, as if forever 
estranged. The split in Methodism dates 
back to 1844, when a Southern bishop did nct 
see his way to liberate his slaves 
at the behest of the General Con- 
ference. To-day’s services were opened 
with the hymn, ‘‘Jesus, Lover of My 
Soul,“ led by Kev. Dr. John Mathews and 
Rev. T. H. Hagerty, the City Missionary. 
Rev. 8. H. Werlein, Southern Methodist Pre- 
siding Elder, Rev. O. M. Stewart, Methodist 
Presiding Elder, and Rev. C. P. Masden, 
Pastor of Union Church, took their places 
beside the reading desk. The hymn, 4 
Cross of Grief Can Ne’er Repay,’’ was sung, 
and then fervent prayers: were 
offered by Revs. Mathews and Hagerty. 
Rev. Dr. Stewart announced that Bishop 
Thomas Bowman had been unable to reach 
the city from the place where he officiated 
yesterday, and hence was absent from the 
service. The ordinance of the Lord's Supper 
was then administered to all present. As 
each table of communicants was dismissed a 
hymn was sung and a pious sentiment 
was expressed respectivly by Rev. Drs. Mas- 
den, ferlein and Palmore. Dr. Masden 
said that the words ‘‘I Know that my Re- 
deemer liveth’’ was the anchorage of his 
faith. He believed that they might never 
meet again asa body of ministers in commu- 
nion, and he implored them to approach 
nearer to Christ than they ever did before. 
at the end of the communion service the

“THE ADDRESSES. 

Then came a series of addresses by minis- 
ters of both denominations, who vied with 
each other in voicing their happiness at being 
able to take part in the union service. Rev. 
Dr. Werlein was the first speaker. He re- 
ferred to the controversy between Peter and 
Paul, which lasted for several years. De- 
spite their differences an atmosphere of love 
bound them together. In the same way men 
might differ on politics and social 
questions, their hearts must 
unite in the love of the Savior. 
It was on the platform of love for ths Savior 
thatthey met. He believed that the meeting 
of the two divisions was providential, and 
meant an increase of Zeal. 

Dr. Stewart compared the feeling which he 
experienced at the union love feast tothe 
sentiment which he enjoyed at his conver- 
sion. Rev. Dr. Hagerty made an experience 
address. He was reared in an atmosphere of 
religion, but was not converted tili in his 
12th year he attended ja camp-meeting.

TUSCOLA, III., March 5.—Big Ed Hennessey,

United States Trust Co. Petition for 
New Receivers Denied. 


RULED AGAINST ON ALL POINTS EXCEPT 
THE PAYMENT OF INTEREST. 


The Control of the Great Railroad System 
Will Remain Vested in the Present 
Officers of the Court—Judge Caldwell 
Takes Up All the Various Points 
Brought Up and Explains His Ruling 
on Them. 


In the Circuit Court this morniag Judge 
Caldwell handed down his decision in the 
case of the Mercantile Trust Co. against the 
St. Louls & San Francisco Railroad Co. 
brought by the United States Trust Co. as in- 
terpleaders. The petition of the plaintiffs is 
denied except in so far as it relates tothe 
payment of interest on the mortgage bonds. 

The sult was fled inthe United States Cir- 
cult Court on Friday, Feb. 23. The United 
States Trust Co. is the trustee of the general 
mortgage indebtedness of the Frisco road, 
and was not represented in the receivership 
proceedings instituted by the Mercantile 
Trust Co. in December last. Their interest 
arises from the fact that the Frisco defaulted. 
on the interest in its general bonded indedt - 
edness on Jan. 1 last. Therefore 
they brought suit for foreclosure 
upon the mortgages; they desired an order 
on the receivers to pay the interest; leave to 
sue the receivers in the St. Louis Circuit 
Court; that the present receivers be ordered 
to surrender the property to receivers to be 
appointed by the Court; in default of getting 
at least a part of all this they want a re- 
celver appointed, a disinterested person, 
who will administer the property in the in- 
terest of these bondholders. 

In bis decision Judge Caldwell first presents 
a brief review of the facts if the original 
suit brought by the Mercantile Trust Co. for 
the appointment of receivers, and 
gives a long list of the 
mortgages and bonded indebtedness of the 
Mefendants. He then enumerates the points 
upon which the United States Trust Co. base 
their suit and answers each one in detail. 
Each of whichis denied except that refer- 
ring to payment of interest. In the final 
summing up of the case he writes his judg- 
ment as follows: 

THE PETITION DENIED. 

»The petition of the United States Trust 
Co. is denied, except in so far as it relates to 
the payment of interest. On that subject 
the receivers are now directed to.keep a 
separaté account of the earnings and oper- 
ating expenses of the several sub- 
divisions and branches and teased lines 


embraced in the system under their manage- 
ment and control as receivers, and when any 
branch or subdivision earns a surplus over 
operating expenses the interest due on the 
mortgages of such branch or subdivision, or 
the rental thereof, will be paid outof such 
earnings in the order of their priority.’’ 
The separate accounts required to be kept 
will be included and made part of the 
monthly reports the receivers are required 
to make by existing orders, If such ac- 
counts are not shown in the reports hereto 
filed the receivers will, without delay, 
make a report and fille it in 
the office of the Master in 
Chancery, showing such separate account- 
ings sincethe dateupon which they took 
possession. Upon the coming in of this re- 
— as soon as the matter can be intel- 
igently heard, the motion relating tothe 
ayment of interest may de called up for 
urther action.’’ 

The petition of holders of certain of the 
bonds secured by the mortgage of the United 
States Trust Co., to be heard on this motion, 
is denied, as they are represented by their 
trustees. And the petition of certain stock- 
holders to be heard in opposition to the mo- 
tion is denied, as they are represented by the 
company. 

RULING EXPLAINED. 

Judge Caldwell in his decision gives the 
following reasons explanatory of bis ruling: 

The United States Trust Co., the trustee 
in the mortgage of June 1, 1881, has filed its 


petition praying: 

1. That the amount due for the installment 
of interest upon said general mortgage 
— * which became due Jan. 1, 1894, may 
paid. 

2. That leave may be granted to your pe- 
titioner to sue the said Joseph W. Reinhart, 
John J. McCook and Joseph C. Wilson as re- 
ceivers herein of the railway and property of 
the defendant, the St. Louis & San Franclis- 
co Railway Co., or such other person or per- 
sons as may de appointed such re- 
ceiver or receivers, in proper action 
to be brought by your petitioner 
in the Circuit Court ofthe city of St. Louis, 
Mo., for the foreclosure of said mortgages, 
made by your petitioner as aforesaid, for the 
appointment of a receiver or receivers of the 
mortgaged premises and for such other relief 
as may be germane thereto, 

3. That the property and prem- 
ises described in the mortgage made to 
your petitioner, as aforesaid, may be surren- 
deredtoa receiver or receivers, to be ap- 
pointed in said foreclosure suit. 

4. That if said property be not surrendered, 
the receivers heretofore appointed herein 
may be removed, and proper and disinter- 
ested receivers appointed of the property so 
mortgaged to your petitioner. 

It will be observed that the United States 
Trust Co, does not ask to become a party to 
the pending sult. 

In ruling upon these points in their order, 
Judge Caldwell writes: a 

1. It that part of the system upon which the 
mortgage of the United States irust Co. isa 
prior lien earns a surplus over expenses, 
such surplus will be applied to the payment 
of interest on the mortgage bonds. 

2. The act of Congress as well as the gen- 
eral order of this court appointing the re- 
celvers,authorizes suit to be brought against 
them without the special leave of the court, 
and therefore no special leave to aue them is 
necessary. 

8. ‘The petitioner has the right to foreclose 
in any court having jurisdiction. But the 
right to prosecute a sult for the foreclosure 
of its mortgage does not necessarily carry 
with it the right to have a receiver — 2 
pointed in such suit and further right 
to have the property now rightfully in 
the custody of this court turned over to 
such receiver during the pendency of 
such suit. If § the petitioner . elects 
to bring suit in another jurisdiction this 
court will not, upon the present showing 
and state of the record, surrender the prop- 
erty now in its custody to the receivers ap- 
pointed in such jurisdiction. 

4. ‘That part of the motion which asks for 
the removal of the receivers seems to be 
wholly witbout merit at the present time. 

The court explains at considerable length 
the reasons for the latter ruling. and ex- 
plains in full the duties and 
of the receivers under the law.

SORRY THEY DID IT. 


Several Couples Now Want to Be Re- 
leased From Their Alliances. 


Trials and tribulations matrimonial were 
heard in Judge Valliiant’s court to-day, and 
several unhappy couples were unfettered 
and released from the bondage which had 
become a source of misery and discomfort. 
It was default day, and in each instance only 
one side of the story was told, the defendants 
tailing to answer. 5 

Maud Jenkins asked to be separated from 
Harry Jenkins, to whom she was married in 
November, 1886, and with whom she lived 
until July, 1891, at which time Harry de- 
serted her, she stated, aftera long series of 
abuse and ill-treatment in the way of per- 
sonal violence and extremely bad language. 

Wiliam Sicke tor a divorce from 
Minnie Sicke, whom he married in Cincin- 
nati in May, 1885. Sicke says that his wife 
forcea him to marry her on the 
plea that she was about to 


become a mother and that he 
was responsible for her condition. He was 
then only 20 years of age. Later on, he 
states, he found that his wife had given 
birth to an legitimate child before he 
was married to him. After her marriage 
Licke saysshe became utterly disreputable 
and addicted to —— drink and stronger 
language. She is now living, he thinks, with 
another man. ‘ 

George W. King regrets having married in 
Chicago and asked the Court to separate him 
from the matrimonial bonds contracted there 
with Nellie G. King in September, 1892. He 
lived with her until the following May when 
she deserted him. King said that his 
wife was addicted to drink and 
vile language, and that she had 
frequently stayed outall night without tell- 
ing him where she went or what she did. On 
one occasion while he was away from home, 
he claims, she stole three suits of his clothes 
and sold them. He says further that she 
associated with disreputable women and 
brought them to his hotse in his absence. 

Mary Wolfinger wanted to be separated 
from John L. Wolfinger, to whom she was 
married in August, 1892. Mrs. Wolfinger 
claims thet since her marriage Wolfinger has 
gone off with another woman named Irene 
Roberts, and has been living with her ever 
since as her husband. 

Elizabeth Stone wanted a divorce from 
Maurice E. stone because he deserted her and 
left the state over a year ago. She wants the 
restoration of her former name of Elizabeth 
M. Snowball. 

Emma Veit wanted a divorce from William 
Veit, to whom she was married in 1880. Her

Sophia Rueckert wanted to be separated 
from Michael J. Rueckert, to whom she was 
married in 1889 at Quincy, III. After years of 
abuse and barbarous treatment, Rueckert 
deserted her, she states, and has been absent 
for more than a year.

Premier Rosebery in Conference With 
His Cabinet Colleagues. 


LOED KIMBERLY TO BECOME SECBETARY 
FOR FOREIGN AFFAIRS. 


John Morley Will Retain His Position as 
Chief Secretary for Ireland — Labou- 
chere’s Following Rapidly Fading 
Away-—Many Callers Upon Mr. Giad- 
stone—Justin McCarthy Among the 
Number—Redmond Non-Committal. 


LonpDon, March 5.—The Queen's speech pro- 
roguing Parliament is purely formal, only 
fifteen lines in length, and begins: 

‘*‘Upon this occasion, when your labors 
have been unprecedented in amount and 
duration, I regret that your release from 
them will be little more than nominal. 

The Queen then thanks the Commons for 
the supplies granted ana concludes with the 
remark that she anticipates lasting ad 
vantages from the laws enacted. 

Queen Victoria, Princess Beatrice and ex- 
Empress Frederick of Germany arrived in 
London at about noon from Windsor and 
proceeded to Buckingham Palace. 

Lord Rosebery spent the morning confer- 
ring with the Cabinet Ministers, and, appar- 
ently based upon this conference, there is in 
circulation a report to the effect that the Rt. 
Hon. John Morley will retain his position as 
Chief Secretary for Ireland. 

THE CABINET SITUATION. 

The Cabinet situation is complicated by

It is said to be definitely settled that the 
Earlof Kimberly, Secretary of State for In 
dia and Lord President of the Council, will 


become Secretary of State for Foreign Af- 
fairsi n succession to Lord Rosebery. 

The new Secretary for Foreign Affairs, Earl 
of Kimberly, if bereft of his title would be 
plain John Wodehouse. Heis the first Earl 
of Kimberly and third Baron Wodehouse, 
The memorials of the family of Wodehouse 
reach back as far as the reign of Henry I., 
the third King of the Norman 11 ＋ 7 when 
a Wodehouse was kniguted dy his sovereign. 
At the battle of Agincourt, in 1415, a descend- 
ant of his, Sir John Wodehouse, fought un- 
der King Henry V.and displayed so much 
valor that the King honored him by givin 
him the crest still borne by the family. Lor 
Kimberly was born in 1826. In 1852, when 
only 26 4 years old, he was int- 
ed Under Secretary of Sta for 
Foreign Affairs by the Ministry of Lord T- 
deen. In December, 1868, when Disraeli re- 
signed and Gladstone was called upon to 
form an administration. he gave the Earl of 
Kimberly the position of Lord Privy seal. 
In 1870, Lord Clarendon, the Secretary of 
State for Foreign Affairs, died, and Pari 
Granville, who had been Secretary of state 
for the Colonies, was appointed his succes- 
sor. The office of Secretary for the Colonies 
was then conferred on Lord Kimberley. On 
Dec. 16, 1882, he received from the Queen the 
seals of the office of Secretary of State for 
India, which he held till June, 1885, ana to 
which he was reappointedon the formation 
of Mr. Gladstone’s third Government in Feb. 
1886. He is a member of the Senate of the 
University of London.

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PATROL OF THE SEAL WATERS. 


Few American Vessels, Many Poachers 
and Much Slaughter. 

WaSHINGTON, D. C., March 6.—Itis a seri- 
ous problem forthe naval authorities to se- 
cure a sufficient number of vessels to carry 
out the agreement of the arbitrators respect- 
ing the patrolofthe seal waters. The seal 
herd usually make their appearance off the 
coast of California about May 1. They pro- 
ceed northward alongthe coast, feeding as 
the , and in course of time arrive at the 
Pribyloft Islands in Behring Sea. 

As soon as the herds are sighted off Call- 
fornia the sealing vessels begin to hunt 
them, and there is no relaxation of the 
chase day or night untti the weary animals 
reach the rr inclosed zone around 
the islands. ‘the slaughter is vers vy, 
particularly so when the seals are caught! 
the smooth waterin the lee of the headiands 
on the upper coast, and the take of skins is 
large, reaching a total of 100,000 last season.

was composed of forty-six different 
pieces which weighed an average of a ton 
each, Atter the Fair the Interior Depart- 
ment presented the tree to the Agricultural 
Department, which decided ta remove it to 
Washington and placeiton the grounds of 
the department here. A concrete foundation 
for the tree has been constructed at an eleva- 
tion of about a foot from the ground and on 
this the tree will stand. The interior of the 
tree has been hollowed throughout its entire 
length so us to leave a circular chamber 16 
feetin dlameter, and in this holiow a 
museum on a small scale will be established. 
A spiral stair is constructed so that persons 
can walk tothe top, over which there will be 
a glass roof. 

Ine additional cost required to remove the 
tree from Chicago and pat it in the condition 
intended will be about 188, 000, making a total 
cost of $11,000.

CHICAGO, III., March 5.— Prof. David Ewing 
preached in Central Music Hall on the sub- 
ject: ‘*The New Catholics.“'“ In the course 
of his sermon, referring to the controversy 
between Catholicism and Protestanism, Mr. 
Ewing sald: 

Much as it is regretted that the Catholic 
Church does not indorse and make use of the 
public sbhools and thank God fora Republic 
that compels the rich to give a com- 
mop education to all the children, 
even those of the classes the most 


poor, yet we must all be in judgment the 
most just. and must not assume that to op- 
pose our school system is any proof that the 
days of blood and torture are to return. In 
these days religious opinions do not mean 
gans. Once they did, but that was loug ago, 
and in those times, when opinions meant 
guns and swords, they had that import 
among the Protestants. The shadow of the 
sword fell on all ehurches alike. As no 
church could escapethe dominant ideas of 
the earlier time, so no church can escape the 
bappier philosophy ofthe present period. 

Guns for one means guns for all; and now 
toleration for one means toleration for all. 
Those societies thatare arming themselves 
must be composed of Protestants and Cat ho- 
lics of the humblest mental equipment. It is 
full time for the higher and calmer classes to 
speak out in favor of peace. It would be a dis- 
grace to our country should a single Catholic 
or Protestant be slain in the name of any 
charch of Jesus Christ. Under the influence 
of our schools, literature and freedom, fanati- 
cisms ought to disappear from religion and 
permit its large place to be occupied dy 
charity and pity.’’

Lake Laborers Then Are Paid the Wages 
Which Relieve Them From Want— 
‘Work on the Lake Checked To-Day Ow- 
ine to the Rain—100 Additional La- 
borers Notified to Report To-Morrow— 
Preparations for Increased Work. 


To-day is pay-Gay for the laborers em- 
/ ployed on the Forest Park Lake work. 
Seven hundred and three men receive 
wages to-day for work done on the park lake 
up to Friday evening of last week. 

The total amount of the pay-roll disbursed 
to-day 1s $3,120.45. To receive this welcome 
wage the laborers were of hand bright and 
early at Forest Park Lake this mornins. Iuon - 
day is now a glad and welcome day for them. 
Every Monday at the noon hour they receive 
the wages which stand between them and 
destitution—the wages which save them 
from the humiliation of asking for alms. 

Including to-day’s disbursements, the 
amount paid in wages on the Forest Park 
Lake work to date now reaches a total of 
$6,089.32. Every week from now until the 
completion of the lake work will see this 
total handsomely increased. The figures are 
interesting. because they represent practical 
relief extended to deserving laborers who 
would, but for the work of the Lake Employ- 
ment Fund, be unemployed and in want. 

With the exception of the paying off of the 
laborers to-day there is no work to be done 
at Forest Park. The rainof last night and 
this morning has got the ground in such con- 
dition that excavation is impossible. The 
wagons and carts engaged in hauling dirt 
from the cut to the embankment cannot 
move through the heavy mud. But this con- 
dition is not expected to last longer than to- 
day. Preparations are under way for the 
renewal of the work to-morrow with a larger 
force than has yet been employed. 

One hundred additional laborers have been 
notified to-day to report at Forest Park to- 
morrow morning. If there is no more rain 
before that time it is expected that the full 
force thus summoned will then be put to 
work. 

The scene in Forest Park with these men 
thus employed is a stirring one. It isa great 
and busy picture of a practical relief plan of 
big proportions in successful operation. 

Go out to Forest Park and see what is being 
done there on the lake work. Then come 
back and subscribe tothe Lake Employment 
Fund and belpto make that work as com- 
plete as possible.

„The plaintiff’s petition prays for a judi- 
cial interpretation of the will of John T. 
Dozier, deceased, particularly the sixth 
clause thereof, which is as follows:

Cracker Co.,except those 
bequeathed dy the third provision ef this will, to be 
held in trust by him, however, for the sole and sep- 
erate use and benefit of the persons named in the 
seventh prevision of this will, to whom 
he shall pay the dividends deelared 
in favor ef and collected on said shares, according 
to their respective interests, from time to time. 
with full power in sald trustee to sell said shares 
of stock at his diseretion, and the proceeds thereof 
to reinvest in other property, and again to sell and 
reinvest without limit, and at the death of any of 
the beneficiaries his or ber descendan<s shall be 
entitled to their interest in said shares or the 
proceeds or in the property in which such proeee 
may in the meantime have been reinvested, divested 
ofthis trust. 

„There should be no difficulty in under- 
standing the meaning of the word, de- 
scendants,’ as used in the will in any of its 

„ the Judge goes on to say. 

lengthy review, he says: 
eln judgment, the persons 
named in the seventh clause of the will took, 
at the death of the testator, only a life estate 
in the property bequeathed in the sixth 
clause, subject to the trust therein specified, 
and at the death of either one his or her 
share goes to his or her descendants, if any, 
free of the trust and in fee simple. 

„But Miss Margaret A. Dozier died after 
the death of the testator without descend- 
ants; what became of her proportion? The 
seventh clause of the will disposes all the 
residue of the estate in fee simple to the per- 
sons therein named and in the proportions 
therein specified. Ihe learned counsel for 
the defendants, other than Mrs. Mason, 
thinks that so much of the property as was 
covered in the share held by Miss 
Margaret A. Dozier in her Ilife- 
time could not pass under the 
residuary clause of the will §because that 
clause purports to dispose of only what is 
Jeft of the estate after the foregoing devises 
and bebuests have been fully satisfied, but 
Ido not agree with the gcounsel in that view. 
So far asthe particular share in question is 
concerned, the life estate passed to Miss 
Margaret A. Dozier, on the death of the tes- 
tator, and was enjoyed by her in her 
lifetime.

How It Ie Made by Uncle Sam's Expert 
Engravers and Printers. 
From St. Nicholas, 

If you will look atthe pictures upon a 81 
bill you will see that the portrait of Martha 
Washington or of Stanton is composed alto- 
gether of curved or straight times—the only 
kind of engraving that is allowed to be done 
in the bureau, because unless it is done in 
this manner, and unless the lines are cut 
very deep, the engravings cannot be used. 
Now this portrait was engraved on a piece of 
stecl by the use ofa very sharp little instru- 
ment Known as a graver. 

Every little scratch on the steel plate, will 
in printing, show a Diack line; so you will 
see how very careful the engraver has to be 
that he shall not make any false scratches, 
and that the lines shall be just so long and 
just so broad. 

Now, steel engraving is the direct opposite 
to wood engraving. ‘The scratches and cuts 
made on a wooden block will be white in the 
print, and it is only the uncut portions of the 
block that prints biack, while on the steel 
r portlon leaves the paper 
white. ‘ 

When a design has been cut on a steel plate 
and it is ready to be printed, the ink is put 
on the plate or block, and all the cuts and 
scratches become filled with Ink. Then the 
ink is carefully rubbed offofthe surface, so 
that none remains except what is in the 
lines. Whena piece of dampened paper is 
— 4 on the plate and fJsubjected to a very 

eavy pressure, it sinksinto the lines, and 
when it is taken off it draws the ink out with 
it, and taus the picture is printed on the 
paper. 

It takes an engraver about six weeks or two 
months to complete one portrait, anda man 
who engraves the portraits never does any 
other kind of engreving. EKach engraver does 
only a certain portion of the work on a note; 
no one is permitted to engrave an entire 
note; so that, besides the portrait engravers, 
there are some who do nothing Dut engrave 
the figures, the seal, the lettering, the bor- 
der, etc. In this way it would be impossible 
for an emgraver to make a complete engrav- 
ing for his own use, if he were dishonest 
enough to want to do such a thing. 

Besides this manual work, someofthe en- 
graving is done by machinery, as for ex- 
ample the background of the portrait and of 
the borders, and the shading of the letters— 
this being done by what is known as the 
ruling-machine, which can run several hun- 
dred perfectly straight lines within an inch, 
The intricate scroll and lace-like work 
around the figures on the face and the back 
of the note is done by a wonderful machine 
known asthe geometrie lathe. This machine 
consists of a large number of wheelsof all 
sizes and in all sorts of arrangements, to- 
gether with a complicated mechanism of, 
eccentrics and rods, all of which is incom. 
prehensibie to anyone but an expert 
machinist. 

By a proper adjustment of its parts, the 
delicate diamond point that moves a t 
over the face of the steel is made to work on 
a perfect and artistic pattern with greater 
accuracy and much more speed than could be 
done by hand; and hence this delicate and 
intricate part of the engraving is one of the 
greatest obstacles with which the counter- 
feiter has to contend, for he finds it next to 
impossible to imitate it correctly. 

rortunately for Uncle Sam the geometric 
lathe is a very complicated and very ex- 
pensive machine, and the counterfeiter is 
generally a poor man, and even if he did 
manage to lay up enoughjmoney to buy the 
lathe, it is hardly likely he would live long 
enough to learn how to use it properly, for 
there are only four men in the worid who 
understand how to operate it. 

Indeed, the man who now'nas charge of the 
geometric lathe at the Bureau ot Engraving 
and Printing isthe only one in the United 
States at the present time who knows how to 
manage it, and if anything snould bap to 
him it might tangle matters up for aw in 
this important branch of our Uncle Sam's
